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EMPLOYEE SCHOLARSHIP 



PROGRAM 

Shelton State’s Employee Scholarship Program, 
effective the Summer Quarter, 1991, will be governed 
by the following policies and procedures. 



1 . Tuition will be waived based on the following years 
of service in the Two Year College System: 

**■ Three or more years - Full Tuition waived 
b. Two Years - Two-thirds tuition waived 
c - 0° e Y ear - One-third tuition waived 
d. Less than one year - not eligible 

2. This scholarship waiver applies to tuition only. 

3. Participants must be a full-time employee of the 
college. 

4. Participants are required to maintain a ‘C* average. 
Those falling below this standard may pay for 

courses and be readmitted when their average 
improves. 

5. Classes may not be taken during an employee’s 
regularly scheduled workday, unless the course is 

^^required by the employee s supervisor as part of 
^Pthe employee’s job responsibilities. 

6. All Employee Scholarships must be approved by 

the employee’s supervisor, division dean and the 
college president. 

7. This scholarship program applies to all two-year 
institutions with the exception of Athens State 
College. 

8. Employee understands that he/she must comply 
with all college admissions procedures and 
requirements. 

9. Employees should complete a Tuition Waiver 
Application, obtain proper approval as indicated 
and submit the approve application to the office of 
Student Financial Aid. This should be done for 
each quarter attended. 

10. Employee should then follow standard registration 
procedures to enroll at Shelton State
